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Decatur County Jury Finds For De­ 


fendant in Case of Oldham 


Against Local Man. 


JURY OUT ABOUT FOUR HOURS 


In Addition Carr is Given Judgment 


of Five Thousand Dollars on 


Cross Complaint. 


A jury 
in the 
Decatur 
circuit 
« ourt at Greensburg late yesterday 
evening found for the defendant in 
the case of Oldham against Owen L. 
Carr of this city, to collect notes 
amounting to twenty-five 
thousand 
■dollars, and in 
addition 
gave Mr. 
Carr judgment of five thousand dol­ 
lars on his cross complaint. 
The jury received the case at two 
o'clock in the afternoon and returned 
a verdict within four h o u rs. 
It is 
likely that the plaintiff will rile a mo­ 
tion for a new trial. 
Watson, Tits­ 
worth & Green for 
the defendant, 
and Will M. Sparks for the plaintiff 
were the local attorneys in the case. 
The suit was brought here and sent 
to Greensburg on a change of venue. 
A. Greensburg exchange says of the 
argument yesterday. 
“ Is a Decatur county jury going 
to give that crook, that robber, 1 say, 
-$10,000 for nothing? ” 
Those are the 
expressive terms 
used in the closing hours of the Otd- 
ham-Carr trial by Attorney J ohn E. 
Osborn, of counsel for the defense. 
Mr. Osborn employed forceful En­ 
g lish in picturing to the jury his im­ 
pressions of the Illinois man, who is 
suing Carr to recover on notes giv- 
« n in exchange for Illinois land. 
“ It seems to me if I were a juror 
listening to a man trying to evade 
« very question I W’ouldn't put much 
faith in 
him,” 
continued 
Osborn. 
"“ When he sat here evading 
these 
questions he was trying to trick you 
a s he had tricked Carr.” 
The attorney declared that he had 
« aught Oldham with the “ goods on 
him.” 
He used the “ short and ugly 
word” with great freedom in refering 
to the plaintiff. 
“ You catch a man dead to rights 
and with the goods on him and you 
« an judge him for what he is worth,” 
said Mr. Osborn. 
“ His general ten­ 
dency is to tell an untruth.” 
Mr. Osborn w’ound up with 
these 
impressive w’ords: “ In view of all the 
yarns Oldham has told you, you are 
« ntitled to believe Carr.” 
Attorneys for the defendant in the 
Oldham-Carr case made much out of 
the coercion phase of the litigation, 
pointing out that Oldham 
and 
his 
friends threatened Carr with crimin­ 
al prosecution in Illinois if he did 
not “ come across” and make good 
on the deal. 
An attempt was made 
to prove that Carr 
was 
influenced 
against his will and at a time when 
his mental faculties were in an ab­ 
normal condition. 
Oldham is a typical Illinois farm­ 
er. 
He is- prosperous-looking, rather 


distinguished and might 
easily 
be 
mistaken for a “ circuit-riding” cler­ 


gyman of the old 
school. 
He 
evi­ 


dently is accomplished in the pursuit 


of 
money-making 
and 
possesses 
those qualities 
to 
amass 
wealth 


while he goes light on saying “ I have 
saw,” etc. 


This oase has taken up seven days 


of the court's time.

here 
from Rush county.

Cicero Sims, who is dead at 
his 
home in Frankfort, was a native of 
Rush county and had much to do 
with the early history of the county. 
Because of his death, the 
Howard 
county circuit court will be closed 
tomorrow* for the funeral, so well 
liked was the deceased. 
Mr. Sims passed away in his nine­ 
ty-second year. Mrs. Sims, who sur­ 
vives him, but who is critically ill, is 
in her ninetieth year. They had been 
married 
seventy-one 
years. 
Mrs. 
Sims is an aunt of J udge 
Purdum 
and Mrs. Milton Bell, being a sister 
of their mother, the 
late Elizabeth 
Purdum. 
Cicero Sims was a man of 
botn 
extraordinary 
vigor 
and 
mental 
strength. 
His memory was accurate 
and his mind perfectly sound up to 
the close of his life. 
He w*as very 
generally conceded to be 
the 
most 
intereting character in Clinton coun­ 
ty. 
The following report 
of 
his 
death and sketch of his life is from 
the Frankfort Crescent: 
Cicero Sims, one of the best known 
men in the city or county, died Sun­ 
day evening shortly after G o’clock 
at the family home on South J ackson 
street, death being due to old age. He 
had been ill for some time and w’as 
unconscious for several days before 
death came. 
Lntil a year or so ago 
he w’as active and there was seldom 
a day out what he w-as to be seen 
upon the streets talking and 
joking 
with his friends. 
He was 
a 
man 
with a jovial disposition and had a 
wide acquaintance. 
He was an in­ 
teresting talker, not only of the pio­ 
neer days in the county, but on cur­ 
rent events of the day as well. 
Mr. Sims was born in Rush county, 
Ind., on the 12th day of 
J anuary, 
1822. His father, Stephen Sims, w’as 
an early settler of the 
county 
of 
Rush. 
He settled near Rushville and 
was one of the first justices of the 
peace of that county. 
It was in the 
log cabin home of Stephen Sims that! 
the first circuit court of Rush county 
was held, and in this house 
Cicero 
Sims was born. 
Cicero Sims 
was 
brought up on a farm, and in the dis­ 
trict schools gained a fair common 
school education. 
In early life he 
taught in the district schools, and 
was also an instructor of vocal mu­ 
sic for a number of years. With his 
parents, he moved to Boone county 
and later he accompanied them ro 
Clinton county, where 
in .1842 
he 
married Miss Mary C. Black, daugh­ 
ter of William and Isabel (Hender­ 
son) Black. 
Mrs. Sims was born in 
Wayne county, Ind., J une 6, 1824. 
Her parents were natives of Ken­ 
tucky, early settlers of Wayne coun­ 
ty, and later pioneers in the county 
of Clinton. 
Unto Mr. and Mrs. Sims 
were born six children of whom five 
are living. 
One son died while serv­ 
ing in the civil war. He was an uncle 
of Fred A. Sims, 
ex-secretary 
of 
state. 
Immediately 
after 
marriage Mr. 
Sims settled down in life on a farm 
in the northeastern part of Clinton 
county, where he lived and tilled the 
soil with success until 1872, when 
he removed to Frankfort, where he 


had since resided. 
While on 
the 
farm Mr. Sims gratified his natural 


taste for the law by a course of pri­ 
vate reading, 
thus 
becoming

fully Injured While Playing in 


Field Near Home.

Machine is Driven by Earl Graham 


Who Fails to See Boy in Path of

George Birch, the eleven-years-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs. David Birch, 
living just north of the Bruce Gra­ 
ham farm, met with a painful acci­ 
dent yesterday afternoon when he 
failed to see the knives of an ap- 
proahing mover and sustained such 
a badly cut foot that it was neces­ 
sary to amputate it just below the 
ankle. 
The accident occurred in an oats 
field near the boy’s home. The mower 
was driven by 
Earl Graham, 
who 
failed to see the Birch boy. 
The boy 
was standing directly in the path of 
the knives and could not escape. The 
blades of the mower hit his foot just 
lelow the ankle and before the raa- 
•liine could be stopped the foot w’as 
ladly torn and cut. 
Young Graham 
s the son of Mr. and Mrs. Bruce 
Graham and is not held responsible 
’or the accident as he failed to see 
the boy and did every thing he could 
to prevent it. 
The Birch boy was noticed over 
in the field that morning by 
young 
Graham but at the time of the acei- 
ient he did not know the boy w’as in 
the fied. The little fellow’ was quickly 
emoved to his home and the attend­ 
ing physicians found it necessary to 
imputate. It is believed that the foot 
will have to be taken off above the 
inke. 
The accident occurred about 
tlurpe o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
He suffered » great pain last 
night 
but was resting better today. 
The 
diysicians do not believe the boy will 
die unless complications arise. 
The 
boy said he saw’ 
the 
mower 
ap­ 
proaching but did not know he was 
on the side of the knives and did not 
think he*was direety in the path of 
the blades. The boy driving the mow’- 
er could have stopped in time had he 
een young Birch. 
The Graham bov

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REFORM BILL NOW 


Reported That Measure May Under Its Provisions All Power 


Be Put Through During 
Will Be Taken From 
Present Session. 
Bankers.

HILE prophecies are rife in 
dispatches from Washin g ton 
that con g ress will take ac­ 
tion du rin g the presen t ses­ 
sion on the « u rren cy reform bill, late­ 
ly in trodu ced in the hou se by Repre­ 
sen tativ e Carter Glass of Virg in ia, the 
chairman of the committee on ban k­ 
in g an d cu rren cy , others are n ot lack­ 
in g , which seem to in dicate the con ­ 
trary , despite the fact that the meas­ 
u re has the backin g of the adm in istra­ 
tion . 
Ev ery poin t in the bill, as pre­ 
sen ted, was carefu lly g on e ov er by 
Presiden t Wilson an d Secretaries Bry ­ 
an an d McAdoo. an d it is u n derstood 
that sev eral of its most importan t pro­ 
v ision s were directly fathered by them. 
For the con v en ien ce of the bu sy 
man , the followin g official dig est of 
the measu re will g iv e a defin ite idea 
of its scope an d aim: 
Dig est o f the Bill. 
The pu rpose of the bill is to fu rn ish 
a comprehen siv e rev ision of the cu r­ 
ren cy sy stem of the cou n try so as to 
obtain fou r prin cipal objects: 
First.—Prov ision of a mean s for re­ 
discou n tin g commercial paper of speci­ 
fied ty pes. 
Secon d.—Prov ision of a basis for 
elastic 
n ote 
issu es 
properly 
safe­ 
g u arded. 
Third.—Prov ision of machin ery for 
doin g foreig n ban kin g bu sin ess. 
In order to accomplish these pu r­ 
poses fu lly it is n ecessary to repeal 
certain portion s of ex istin g law: to 
rectify v ariou s con dition s in the pres­ 
en t n ation al ban kin g sy stem which are 
in some cases on ly in directly con n ect­ 
ed with the objects sou g ht: to fu rn ish 
H n ew class of in stitu tion s for the per­ 
forman ce of some fu n ction s which 
can n ot well be in tru sted to ex istin g 
ban ks, or, at all ev en ts, can better be 
performed by others, an d to alter the 
presen t reserv e sy stem to a v ery ma­ 
terial deg ree. 
The scope of the bill can best be 
u n derstood by an an aly tical rev iew of 
its con ten ts. 
The presen t ban kin g situ ation in the 
Un ited States rests u pon the n ation al 
ban k act proper as slig htly modified 
from time to time an d u pon the so 
called Aldrich-Vreelan d act (act of 
March 30. 1908). 
Of these acts the 
latter is completely su perseded on the 
g rou n d that it has n ev er become oper­ 
ativ e, probably will n ot become opera­ 
tiv e ex cept u u der ex treme stress an d 
was n ev er satisfactory . 
The n ation al ban k act itself is mod­ 
ified in n u merou s essen tial particu lars, 
in a separate measu re a g en eral rev i­ 
sion of the adm in istrativ e pro v ision s 
of the n ation al ban k act will be pro­ 
v ided. 
New Cla ss o f Ba nks. 
Fu n dam en tal to the idea of the bill 
Is the creation of a n ew class of ban ks 
to be kn own as federal reserv e ban ks, 
the chief poin ts abou t which are as 
follows: 
First.—The n u mber is to be twelv e, 
with possible in crease later as pro­ 
v ided. 
Secon d.—The own ership is to be in 
the han ds of the stockholdin g ban ks 
<>f tbe twelv e districts in which the 
rcserv e ban ks are situ ated. 
The n a­ 
tion al ban ks are compelled to be mem- 
i>ers, an d state ban ks an d tru st com­ 
pan ies are permitted to be members. 
Third.—Tbe capitalization is to be 20 
per cen t of the capital of the stock­ 
holdin g ban ks, on e-half paid in an d 
on e-half su bject to call. 
Fou rth.—The bu sin ess of these fed­ 
eral reserv e ban ks is to be as follows: 
(a) Rediscou n tin g of paper presen ted 
by stockholdin g ban ks u n der specified 
« •on dition s, prov ided su ch paper g rows 
ou t of actu al ag ricu ltu ral, commercial 
or in du strial tran saction s an d does n ot 
ru n more than a specified n u mber of 
day s. 
(b) Bu y in g an d sellin g g ov ern men t 
secu rities, g old an d silv er bu llion an d 
foreig n coin , foreig n ex chan g e an d 
open m arket bills of g iv en m atu rity . 
(c) Gov ern men t fiscal operation s. 
Ev ery n ation al ban k is allowed to 
con tin u e its n ote issu e ex actly as at 
t» resen t, an d in addition federal reserv e 
treasu ry n otes are au thorized to be is­ 
su ed to an amou n t n ot ex ceedin g $500,- 
< KX3.000. These n otes will u pon applica­ 
tion be issu ed to the federal reserv e 
n an ks u pon short time commercial pa­ 
per an d other liqu id collateral. 
While 
i he n otes will on their face pu rport to 
*>e the oblig ation s of the Un ited States, 
t hey are requ ired to be secu red by a 
g old reserv e of 33 1-3 per cen t prov ided 
t» y the federal reserv e ban k an d are 
first an d paramou n t lien on all the as­ 
sets of these ban ks an d are redeemable 
in g old on deman d at the treasu ry de­

tary of the treasu ry , the secretary of 
ag ricu ltu re an d the comptroller of the 
cu rren cy as members ex officio. 
Fou r 
other members are chosen by the presi­ 
den t of the Un ited States, by an d with 
the adv ice an d con sen t of the sen ate, 
for a term of six y ears each. 
On e of 
the members thu s appoin ted by the 
presiden t is to be g ov ern or of the fed­ 
eral reserv e board, on e v ice g ov ern or 
an d on e secretary . 


Go v ernment Co ntro l. 
Their term of office is for eig ht y ears, 
ex cept that of those first appoin ted on e 
is to serv e two y ears, on e fou r, on e six 
an d on e eig ht y ears. 
At least on e of 
the members appoin ted by the presi­ 
den t is to be a person of ban kin g ex ­ 
perien ce. 
Thu s it will be n oted that 
the g ov ern men t will hav e absolu te con ­ 
trol of the sy stem. The salary of each 
member of the board ex cept the two 
cabin et officers who are ex officio mem­ 
bers is fix ed at $10,000: the comptroller 
of the cu rren cy to receiv e $5,000 in ad­ 
dition to the salary which he receiv es 
u n der ex istin g law. 
The powers of the federal reserv e 
board are as follows: 
(a) To ex amin e at its discretion the

modatin g the commerce of the cou n ­ 
try r.n d promotin g a stable price lev el. 
(di To su spen d for a period n ot ex ­ 
ceedin g thirty day s (an d to ren ew su s­ 
pen sion for periods n ot to ex ceed fif­ 
teen day s) an y an d ev ery reserv e re­ 
qu iremen t specified in this act. 
(e) To su perv ise an d reg u late the is­ 
su e of treasu ry n otes to federal re­ 
serv e ban ks 
(f) To add to the n u mber of cities 
classified as reserv e an d cen tral re­ 
serv e cities u n der ex istin g law in 
whLh n ation al ban kin g association s 
are su bject to the reserv e requ iremen ts 
set forth in the act, or to reclassify 
ex istin g reserv e an d cen tral reserv e 
cities an d to desig n ate the ban ks there­ 
in situ ated as cou n try ban ks at its 
discretion . 
(g j To requ ire the remov al of offi­ 
cial» of federal reserv e ban ks for in ­ 
competen cy , dereliction of du ty , frau d 
or deceit. 
(h) To requ ire the writin g off of 
dou btfu l or worthless assets u pon the 
books an d balan ce sheets of federal 
reserv e ban ks. 
(1) To su spen d the fu rther operation s 
of an y federal » reserv e ban k an d ap­ 
poin t a receiv er therefor. 
(j) To perform the du ties, fu n ction s 
or perv ices specified or implied in the 
act 
Federa l Reserv e Ba nks. 


Tfea bill is based on the belief that 
n o on e shou ld participate in the con ­ 
trol of the sy stem u n less he is fin an ­ 
cially in terested himself or chosen by 
those who are ex cept in so far as the 
g ov ern men t steps In an d asserts the 
au thority of the whole commu n ity . 
W ith this in min d the sy stem has 
been dev ised so as to prov ide for the 
con tin u ation of ex istin g n ation al ban ks 
an d their org an ization , powers an d 
fu n ction u n chan g ed. 
In addition there 
is established a sy stem of federal re­ 
serv e ban ks, which are in corporated 
in stitu tion s holdin g federal charters 
an d In all respects man ag ed like n n 
tlon al ban ks ex cept as to the election 
of directors. 
As stated, there are twelv e of these 
federal reserv e ban ks, each man ag ed 
by a board of n in e directors, three of 
whom will be ex pert ban kers selected 


Dy tn e ban ks, three will be members 
selected in the same way , bu t requ ired 
to represen t the commercial, in du strial 
or ag ricu ltu ral in terests of the district 
an d su bject to remov al by the federal 
reserv e board in case they do n ot fair­ 
ly represen t these in terests. 
The re­ 
main in g three directors are to be cho­ 
sen by the federal reserv e board, an d 
on e of them is to be desig n ated by said 
board as chairman of the board of di­ 
rectors of tbe federal reserv e ban k of 
the district to which he is appoin ted 
an d is to be the ag en t of the federal 
reserv e board. 
The n ation al ban ks are compelled to 
be stockholdin g members of the fed­ 
eral reserv e ban k of their respectiv e 
districts, an d state ban ks an d tru st 
compan ies are permitted to be mem­ 
bers u n der certain well defin ed reg u la­ 
tion s. 
All the domestic tran saction s 
of the federal reserv e ban k mu st be 
with member ban ks an d the g ov ern ­ 
m en t ex cept that it may pu rchase 
ban kers’ bills an d bills of ex chan g e in 
the open market from in div idu als as 
well as from domestic or foreig n ban ks. 
Div isio n o f Business. 
The object of the bill is to effect a 
moderate div ision an d classification of 
ban kin g bu sin ess alon g in dicated lin es, 
the n et resu lt, presu mably , bein g su m­ 
med u p as follows: 
F irst—Nation al reserv e ban ks will 
be strictly limited to rediscou n tin g ac­ 
tu al commercial an d in du strial tran s­ 
action s ev iden ced by v ery short term 
paper an d on rare occasion s, u n der 
carefu lly prescribed con dtion s, to fin an ­ 
cial operation s protected by collateral. 
They will also be able to en g ag e in 
foreig n ex chan g e operation s, sales of 
g ov ern men t secu rities, etc., as already 
ex plain ed. 
Secon d.—Nation al ban ks will be su b­ 
jected to precisely the same restric­ 
tion s as at presen t, with a relax ation in 
fav or of a moderate amou n t of real 
estate loan s by cou n try ban ks u n der 
carefu lly g u arded con dition s. 
Third.—By a rev ision of the admin ­ 
istrativ e featu res of the n ation al ban k­ 
in g act prov ision will be made for close 
ov ersig ht of n ation al in stitu tion s with 
a v iew, to holdin g them strictly u p to 
the requ iremen ts of a leg itimate ban k­ 
in g bu sin ess. 
Fou rth.—In order to possess them­ 
selv es of the kin d of paper en titlin g 
them to rediscou n ts n ation al ban ks will 
fin d themselv es oblig ed to keep a rea­ 
son able proportion of their assets in the 
form of paper elig ible for rediscou n t­ 
in g , an d this will mean v ery con sidera­ 
ble emphasis u pon the strictly com­ 
mercial aspects of the bu sin ess don e 
by n ation al in stitu tion s. 
It is believ ed that the presen t su b- 
treasu ry 
sy stem 
is 
u n satisfactory , 
clu msy , in ju riou s to bu sin ess an d diffi 
cu lt to man ag e in time of stress. The 
bill, therefore, prov ides for: 
First.—The placin g of all cu rren cy 
fu n ds of the treasu ry in federal reserv e 
ban ks an d the pay men t of g ov ern men t 
creditors by checks thereon . 
Secon d.—The equ alization of the pu b­ 
lic fu n ds between the differen t reserv e 
ban ks by direction of the secretary of 
the treasu ry an d su bject to a rate of in ­ 
terest to be fix ed by the federal reserv e 
boa rd. 
Third.—The tru st fu n ds of the treas­ 
u ry are to be held, as at presen t. In the 
v au lts of the treasu ry . 


Div isio n o f Ea rning s. 
Un der the terms of the bill each fed­ 
eral reserv e ban k after the pay men t 
of all ex pen ses an d tax es is en titled 
to pay an an n u al cu mu lativ e div iden d 
of 5 per cen t on paid in capital to its 
stockholdin g members. 
On e-half the 
n et earn in g s of the han k mu st he paid 
in to the su rplu s fu n d u n til said fu n d 
shall amou n t to 20 per cen t of the paid 
in capital of the ban k. The remain in g 
on e-half of the ban k’s earn in g s shall 
be paid to the Un ited States, an d 
when ev er an d so lon g as the su rplu s 
fu n d of each federn l reserv e ban k 
amou n ts to 20 per cen t of the paid iu 
capital, the shareholders hav in g re­ 
ceiv ed their permissible div iden d of 5 
per cen t, all ex cess earn in g s shall be 
paid to the Un ited States. 
Ev ery fed 
eral reserv e ban k is ex empt from fed­ 
e ra l state an d local tax ation , ex cept 
in respect to tax es u pon real estate.

of Better City Sanitation, Show ing 


How We Foolishly Spend M illions to 


Cure Easily Preventable Diseases. 


Gary , In d., Ju ly 9.—The chief speak­ 
er at the open in g of the In dian a Mu n i­ 
cipal Leag u e meetin g was Dr J. N. 
Hu rty , state health commission er. 
Dr. Hu rty spoke on the “San itation 
of the City .” 
He told the deleg ates 
that the people of In dian a were spen d­ 
in g $25,000,000 an n u ally from bein g 
sick an d dy in g with prev en table dis­ 
ease, an d he declared that a ten th of 
that amou n t wou ld prev en t the terri­ 
ble waste of mon ey an d irreparable 
loss of life. 
The first step in city 
san itation , he said, was to separate 
the people from their sewag e, an d the 
n ex t was to separate the health de­ 
partm en t from politics. 
The ou tdoor 
closet was a relic of barbarism, he as­ 
serted, an d each shou ld bear a sig n , 
“I Brin g Disease an d Early Death to 
the People.” 
Pu re milk, he in sisted, 
was a n ecessity , an d he declared that 
n ot on e city in In dian a properly in ­ 
spected its milk su pplies. 
“Proper 
city san itation will ban ish in fectiou s 
disease from an y In dian a city ,” he 
said. 
“City hy g ien e will do more to 
prev en t crime than an y law.” 
“We are impractical in m atters per* 
tain in g to the pu blic health,” Dr. Hu r­ 
ty asserted. 
“When we remember 
that ev ery on e accepts the old adag e, 
‘An ou n ce of prev en tion is worth a 
pou n d of cu re,’ an d then we deliber­ 
ately spen d thou san ds for cu re an d 
hardly an y thin g for prev en tion . 
“It wou ld be well for the au thorities 
of cities an d town s to frequ en tly re­ 
min d the people how im portan t it is 
that they shou ld co-operate with the 
health departm en t for the prev en tion 
of disease. It can be demon strated to 
the satisfaction of an y on e that the peo­ 
ple of In dian a spen d n ot less than 
$25,000,000 an n u ally bein g sick an d 
dy in g with u n n ecessary maladies. 
In 
other words, the mon ey spen t in hav ­ 
in g cou g hs, colds, pn eu mon ia, con ­ 
su mption , diarrheas, ty phoid fev er an d 
other prev en table diseases is ten times 
that paid for their prev en tion . 
In a 
word, an 
ex pen ditu re of $2,500,000 
alon g the lin es of ration al scien tific 
disease prev en tion wou ld sav e to the 
people the rem ain in g $22,500,000. 
“Gen tlemen , the san itation of a city 
is an econ omic problem as well as an 
altru istic an d hu m an itarian on e. View­ 
ed alon e from the econ omic stan dpoin t 
it is worth y ou r most carefu l atten tion , 
rememberin g that the g reat scien ce of 
hy g ien e kn ows how to prev en t dis­ 
eases from which we su ffer at an ex ­ 
pen se on e-ten th that of hav in g them. 
An d lastly , be it kn own that hy g ien e 
can prev en t more crime than an y law. 
Let u s practically apply hy g ien e to 
ev ery day life.”

INFLUENTIAL FRIENCS 


This is the Belie! Expressed 


In Washington. 


W ashington, J uly 9 .—Hav ing arriv ed 
in W ashington, Capt T. M. Potts will 
begin consideration of what fight he 
shall make, if any , against his com­ 
pulsory retirement by the nav y “ pluck­ 
ing” board. 
Captain Potts came here 
from Newport, where he was reliev ed 
of the command of the battleship Lou 
isiana last week as soon as he re­ 
ceiv ed the announcement that he had 
been, plucked. 
Captain Potts refused to discuss his 
case for publication. 
He said he had 
not y et reached a decision as to any 
definite plan of action, and therefore 
had nothing to say for publication. 
Friends of Captain Potts were re­ 
sponsible for the statem ent that the 
withholding ©f his promotion to be^an 
admiral last March because Secretary 
Daniels thought he had not had sufli 
cient sea serv ice, was unjust. 
They 
declared that about eighteen months 
ago Captain Potts, then just complet­ 
ing his tourjof duty as chief of the 
nav al Intelligence office, went to Sec­ 
retary Mey er and informed him that 
he thought it was about tim e for him 
to go to sea. 
Secretary Mey er, it is 
said, told him he did not wish to as­ 
sign him to sea duty at that time be­ 
cause he wanted to make him his aide 
for personnel, succeeding Admiral Pot­ 
ter. 
A few day s later this was done 
and Captain Potts took the position 
which he was holding when Secretary 
Daniels cam e into office. 
It is main­ 
tained by Captain Potts’s fridnds that 
in v iew of his manifested desire to go 
to sea and of his being prev ented from 
doing so by the secretary of the nav y 
of that time, it was m ost unfair to 
make Captain Potts pay the, penalty 
for not hav ing been to sea by depriv ­ 
ing him of promotion. Had he receiv ­ 
ed his promotion last March, as he 
would hav e done if Secretary Daniels 
had not prev ented, he would hav e been 
bey ond the jurisdiction of the plucking 
board and could not hav e been compul­ 
sorily retired.

“END JUSTIFIES THE MEAIS"

Washington, J uly 9 .—Edward T^an- 
terbach and Dav id Lamar deliv ered 
their v aledictories to the senate lobby 
inv estigators and were ex cused from 
further 'attendance upon the. sessions 
of that body . 
This closed the chapter 
of incidents and accidents which be­ 
gan with Representativ e A. Mitchell 
Palmer’s ex traordinary testimony as 
to his interchange of v iewrs with Lewis 
Cass Ledy ard, more than a week ago 
During their serv ice as w itnesses Mr. 
Lamar and Mr. Lauterbach, particular­ 
ly the former, hav e furnished the sen­ 
ate with the most romantic and ex tra­ 
ordinary testimony to which a legisla­ 
tiv e committee has ev er been called 
upon to listen. 
The windup of Mr. 
Lamar’s testimony was equal in inter­ 
est, daring and originality with rny - 
thing that had preened it. 
He made 
the assertion that in Wall street’3 
ethics “ the end justifies the moans,” 
after prev iously telling the committee 
that in Wall 3treet parlance and Wall 
street practice, when an operator, the 
leader of one of the great manipula­ 
tions of the v ast machine, “ puts his 
hands to the plow honor flies out the 
window.” 
“ Your metaphor is mix ed, but y our 
meaning is plain,” Senator Reed in­ 
terjected. 
Mr. U m ar swore to the committee 
that he was the author of the steel 
resolution introduced by R epresents 
tiv e Stanley nearly two y ears ago, and 
upon which was predicated the inv es­ 
tigation of the affairs of the United 
States Steel corporation. This was re­ 
iterativ e, but as Mr. Lamar had also 
been acclaimed the author of the Hen­ 
ry resolution upon which the money 
trust inv estigation was based, the com­ 
m ittee sought enlightenment on that 
point as well. Senator Nelson was the 
interlocutor. 
“ Can y ou giv e ua any infonmation 
about the origin of the Pnjo money 
trust inv estigation?” * asked Senator 
Nelson. 
Mr. Lamar demurred. 
“ You don’t want to go into that, do 
y ou?” besought the witness, but Sen­ 
ator Nelson insisted upon an answer. 
“ Well, all I know is what Mr. J ames 
R. Keene told me,” said Mr. Lamar. 
The commitee smiled, for this con­ 
v ey ed to them a further ex emplifica­ 
tion of Mr. Lamar's unusual ex peri­ 
ence in hav ing all of his corroborativ e 
w itnesses now’ among the cemetery 
population. 
The announcement that 
Mr. Keene was his informer and his 
only source of information, caused the 
committee to drop this line of inquiry 
at once. At this point Mr. Lamar told 
the committee he had been unfairly 
treated by his opponents. 
“ I hav e had a lot w ished on me by 
my 
opponents,” 
said 
the 
witness. 
“ They hav e caused the newspapers to 
confuse my identity wiAi a man named 
Alfred Lamar, who ran a string of 
bogus bucket shops in New York and 
defrauded men and women right afrid 
left. 
I am no thief and I nev er ran a 
bucket shop.” 
Again the ex amination switched and 
Mr. Lamar told the committee that he 
and Lauterbach had been great friends. 
“ I lost about $2,500,000 of my pri­ 
v ate fortune try ing to aid Mr. Lauter­ 
bach,” declared the witness. 
He ad­ 
ded, howev er, that Lauterbach w’as 
entirely innocent in all their relations 
and that he had accepted his word at 
all times. 
This statem ent led to an 
ex haustiv e statem ent by Lamar as to 
what knowledge was present in the 
mind of Lauterbach as to the v arious 
impersonations in which he, Lamar, 
had engaged and of the truth or falsity 
of the alleged friendly offer from 
Speaker Clark through Senator Stone 
of Missouri, to the great Wall street 
interests. 
Lamar backed and filled, 
but 
the final 
outcome of 
Senator 
Reed’s rapid fire 
questions on this 
point failed to bring out any thing v ery 
definite as to just how far Lamar had 
abused Lauterbach’s confidence.

He fined 
Rogers #1 and gave him a jail sen­ 
tence of ten days, but suspended the 
sentence and Rogers was given his 
liberty after he had made arrange­ 
ments for paying the fine and costs, 
which amounted to «$11.

crease their interest beyond the rou­ 
tine of automatic operations and so 
prepare them for more efficient work;

was required; that the interests of 
the rural population should be con­ 
served and promoted as far as pos­ 
sible by industrial training and tech­ 
nical education suitable to the needs 
of the workers;

operate in its solution. 
Because of the novel features of 
the Indiana law and because the state 
îas been wise enough to allow some 
time for the study of 
the 
problem 
and the perfection of a suitable orga­ 
nization for 
the new teaching, it is 
iclieved the work in Indiana will be 
watched with a great deal of interest 
)v the entire country.
